The sapply of gas in the mills and private
residences was shorter yesterday than at any
other time this winter. The sudden change
in the westber aud a patural decline in the
supply were the chiel causes,

Toe greatest trouble was over in Alle-
goeoy, where all of the mills using gas were
either compelled to close down or be satis-
fied with part of a day's work., In someof
the houses there was not esough gas to eook
o meal, and everybody was angry.

Mills snd factorieson the Southside and
Lawrenceville were put to an endless
amousnt of inconvenience. However, as the
mapuisciurers are preparing to discontinue
the use of gas, and it issaid that no less than
500 furtaces will be turned off within the
vext few days, gas company officials think
there w:ll be a more sstisfactory supply
Very soon.

There were more compiaints received sl the
office of the Allegheny Heating Company
than soyvwhere else, aud the officials of that
company did ail they could to give the peo-
ple more gas. But, as their supply is re-
ceived trom the Philadelphia Company, snd
1te lattér was giviog all the gas they bhad,
they could pot offer mwuch relief to their
BLIVENLF, SOETY patlrons.

THE MILLS HAVE TO GO.

Frank Wilcox, the Assistant Superiotend-
eot of the Phtlucelphia Company, was seen
in the aftornoon. He was found lookiog
over o list of the mills and the number of
furnsces each will bave turned off to-day 1n
1he two cities. The number nod their loca-
tions bave already been published in THE
Tysrartcu, during the last two weess,
while the owners have been making the
tecessary chances for the use of coal.

We will shut off about 500 (urnaces,™
eaid Mr, Wileox. *'This, I think, will give
us plevty of gas by Monday. Of course, all
of the ‘urgaces will not be cut off at once.
Eowe of them may not be ready to go back
to coul on the 1st, but we will not push any
of the firtss. We only have seven wells on
our Bellevernoa line, but we are drilling 23
oitbers, and we ought to have three of those
i to-morrow, But then we have been ex-
pecting wells 1o for the last two weeks, and
they are not in wet,

It is impossible to tell anything about &
pas well. We must just wait until it comes
i 1f these wells turn out all right, we
will have all the gas we will need inside of
onth. Although our gas is short,
bus been right along, for that matier,
oot received many complaints here,
irs¢, it is the smue old story, When-
8 cold soup comes, people try toget
every ipch of gas their fires are capable of
buruing, and when you say the suoply is

Hemade an information before Alderman
MeGarey, charging Wolfgang Crouse, an
18-year-old boy of the Twenty-seventh ward,
with cruelly to animals, According to the
story told at the Alderman’s office, Crouse
h“d‘ been A a riclilm of dime aovilel
reading. rouse, n  speaking o
Constable Linder, said that he and
a wpumber of bis companions have
s reading room in the Twenty-seventh ward,
where they congregate to spend their even-
ings and discunss §'Jesse James' shooting.
Crouse is charged with shooting a doz with-
out killing it and leaving it to die. The
allegation is that Crouse, with his com-
panions, went to an open field near the Bell
Tavern, on the outskirts of the city, on Sun-
day last, to practice shooting with revolvers
that they had in their ion. While
practicing shooting a number of small hoys
came siong and bad with them a little dog.
This is said to have attracted Grouse's atlen-
tion and he immediately began shooting st
the dog without any effect. Crouse is
charged with going nearer the dog and firing,
Euuing a boleclearthrongh its body without
cilling him, The boy who owned the
animal picked it up and earried it to his
liome on Soath Nineteenth street, where be
kept it for nearly two days, at which time
the matter was reported to Constable
Linder.

The officer reporied the matter to the
Humane Society, and an information was
made against Crounse. Crouse, on hearing
that a suit was entered against him for the
killing of the dog, gave up a position al a
Southside glass factory and began makinz
preparations to leave the city, He was ar-
rested, however, on 81, Joseph street yester-
dav and taken to the Alderman's office,
where be entered $500 bail for o hearing.
Crouse, when asked why he shot the dog,
said that he didn’t think be commitied a
wrong.

Nearly All of His Property Baqueathed to
His Two Sons.

The will of the late Wilson McCandless,
President of the Allegheny National Bank,
was filed yesterday., The Fidelity Title and
Trust Company is made trustee of the estate,
and it is directed that the entire income
therefrom shsll be paid quarterly to his
wife, so long ns she shall live, the same to
be in lieu of her dower st common law, The
trust is to continne ten years after his wife's
denth, the income to be paid in equal quar-
terly pavments to his two sons, Tnomas H.
and Wilson McCandless. At theexpiration
ol that period the estate is to be equally
divided between them or their heirs.

The will is dated in New York, May 24,
1888, aud witnessed by James A. Fitzsim-
mons and C. L. Magee. There is a codicil
dated May 21, 1880, It bequeaths the policy
of $10,000 in the Northwestern Life Insur-
snee Company, of Milwauker, on the testa.
tor's life to the Fidelity Title and Trost
Compzny to beinvested and the income paid
to his mother, Susan MecCandless, the prin-
cipal and mccumulated earnings to be paid
to his sister, Sallie Faher McCandless, on
bis mother's death, The codicil is wit-
nessed by C. L. Magee, William Flinn and
W. A, Magee.

AFTER NEW JORYMEN,

Judge Ewing and the Commissioners
Busiiy Preparing the Lisis,

IDEAS OF THE BAR ASSOCIATION,

It Will Have the Shiras Bill to Reform the
Bystem Called Tp

——
AT THE NEXT LEGISLATURE'S BESSION

Judge Ewiogand Jury Commissioners
Walker and  Jiles are pow making up the
list of jurymen whe will be called upon to
serve during the year 1801

Thirtyfive hundred names will be select-
ed, two of the three furnishing 1,167 each,
and the third 1,166, These lists must be
prepared on or before the first Monday in
January, and the names be ready for the
wheel. These names are numbered on the
tab from 1 to 3,500, and the names, with
corresponding mumbers, are copied into a
book, which is kept in the Prothonotary’s
office, and is at all times open forthe in-
spection of the public.

Noname is used oftener than once a year,
and the total number is never drawn. Be-
fore the Brooks law eame into effect the
usual vearly drawing amounted to about
3,200, but since that time not more than
2,800 or 2,900 are taken from the wheel.
‘When the new lists are prepared the names
remaining in the wheel are taken out and
destroved.

These precautiopary measures Bave all
bad their origin within the last 12 years, but
for all of that it has been a fond desire of
the Bar Associstion for several years to still
further reform the jury sysiem by haviug
the courts appoint the commissioners instead
of haviog them elected by the people.

WISHES OF THE BAR.

At the lnst session of the Legislature, it
will be remembered that George Shiras III.,
introduced a bill covering this particular
point, at the request of the association, and
it was reported tavorably from the Judici-
ary Committee, to which it had been re-
forred, but the business of the session was
s0 extensive that it was not reached on the
calendar before theé date of final adjourn-
ment.

A member of the association, in speakin
of the matter last night, said that the bil
would be revived st the coming session of
the Legislature, and that many local at-
torneys thought it would meet with favora-
ble consideration. The main argument that
has been before used against the present
system will be revived, and thatis thst
Jury Commissioners, as politicians, avail
themselves of this opportunity, to a very
great extent, 1o repay political debis, by
selecting their friends for the jury box. 1t
is claimed that in maoy instances these men
are not chosen with reference to their fitness
to properly discharge the duties required of
them, but for their ability to hustle up votes
for the delegates who name the Commission-
ers,

SIMILARITY 1N THE LISTS,

A gentleman who was at one time con-
nected with the Commissioners’ office said
last night that it was a remurkable fact that
& comparison of the lists from year to year
would find about the same nawes thereon.
He ventured the assertion that in eizht
cases out of ten they were one and the sawe,
and almost invariably were those of men
who have that most essential quality 1n
politics, a “pull.” He said tkat even the
Judges did not always go outside of the
ranks of politicians in tbeir selections, as
had beea demonstrated on more than ome
occasion, At the same time be insisted
that the material furnished was about as
good as if it had been selected in some other
manner.

It is not known tbat the Shiras bill will
be revived by a member of the Allegheny
conniy delegation, but the chances are that
it will be. At all events, several members
of the local Bar Association ipsist that the
subject will not be dropped, bat that it will
be pushed through to a finish, one way or
another.

FIGHT FOR A SWITCH,

A Lively Timo in a Committes Room—One
Firm Willing to Buy a Stripof Land at a
Reasonabln Figure—The Other NMan
Wants to Make Money.

Mr. Lloyd stated his opposition to the
ordinance was that if Rea & Co. wereal-
lowed to put ir the proposed switch it would
cut off she Lloyd rolling mills from cou-
nection with the Panbandle and would
block Greenough street so that they conld
not get an independent wwitch to the mill,
The trouble was caused by a narrow strip of
ground owned by Rea & Co., upon wlfch
they desired to lay partof the track end
which lies bétween the Lloyd propeity and
the railroad. Lloyd said he was willing to
buv this strip, but Rea knowing its value to
him would notsell at a reasounble figure.

Mr, Rea mace a proposition to Mr, Lloyd
in the meeting that 1f the right was given
him to lay the track as he desired, Lloyd &
Sons could continue it down to their works
and use it for bauling cars, provided Lloyd
& Sons would sgree to pay 25 cents for each
car pussed over thy Rea & Co. 8irip.

Mr. Lloyd figured that as they used about
2,000 cars per gopum it would cost his firm
at least $300 por venr for the privilege of
haoling them over Rea's strip, if this prop-
osition a5 g to. He thought this was
e8lraly too steep and refused to accept,

The second act in the lithograph warfare

Mr. Muehlbronner ealled Mr. Cochrane’s
attention to a promise he had made that in
consideration ofthe laying over of the Federal
street ordinance, as first presented, he would
favor a general plan of strest improve-
ments.

Mr. Cochrane admitted this, but said he
would pot favor a wholesale measure that
would cost the eity $20,000 per year. He
thought the trouble all lay with the Street
Commissioners. He stated that the men
now gmployed are meu who go to baseball
games, and loal about saloons instead of
looking after the work on the streets.
